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XIV.—WAGES. 


No. 40—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the 1st July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. 0d. 
for males and £2 5s. 11d. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the lst July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. 0d. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. 0d. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. 0d. and £2 1s. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :-—

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 42.— Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of April, May and June, 1940. 


April_—A further prolongation of the dry spell which has prevailed-this year from the East 
Gascoyne southwards was experienced in April, and the rainfall registrations this month were 
substantially below normal in all divisions except the North and East Kimberley. 


Rainless conditions prevailed throughout the month in the West Gascoyne Division and 
in the northern half of the East Gascoyne and in most of the Fortescue and De Grey Divisions. 
Further south the month’s average totals were below 10 points in the northern agricultural districts 
and also throughout the eastern sub-tropics except in the Eucla Division, where average totals 
of 14 points were registered. In the South Central Division as a whole the rainfall was 69 per 
cent. below normal, but the Central and South Coasts received about half the usual April rainfall. 


Four successive months of subnormal rainfall have now been experienced in the agricultural 
districts, on the South Coast and in the South-Eastern, North-Eastern and East Gas- 
coyne Divisions, and three successive monthly rainfall deficits in the De Grey, Fortescue, West Gas- 
coyne, Central Coastal and Eucla Divisions. 


On the Central and South Coasts, however, the month’s rains, though below normal, were 
substantial in amount, and small to moderate surpluses were recorded in the North and East 
Kimberley Divisions. At individual stations the best rains for the month were :—333 points at: 
Esperance, 207 points at Pemberton, 194 points at Hopetoun, 186 points at Denmark, 155 points 
at Jarrahdale, 154 points at Armadale and 151 points at Hall’s Creek. In Perth the month’s rain 
aggregated 102 points, as compared with the normal rainfall of 170 points. 


The weather types shown on the month’s isobaric charts were characteristic of an unusually 
“late” season, summer types of barometric pressure distribution in the form of slight tropical 
depressions being frequently in evidence on the charts, while the southern depressions which 
usually attain considerable intensity in April were but rarely active. 


The unusual prominence of tropical depressions was associated with some fairly substantial 
rains in the Kimberley Division, but the April temperatures were not high enough to cause a strong 
indraft of tropical air and the summer rain types failed to provide much rain south from the Kim- 
berleys. Southern rainstorm activity, however, revived for a brief period about the 10th April 
and caused showers as far northwards as Carnamah, while strong south-westerly winds with rather 
rough seas prevailed from Fremantle to Albany. 


In the tropics the highest registration was 108 degrees at Marble Bar, on 10th April, while 
in the sub-tropics the highest temperature was 99 degrees at Wiluna, on 3rd April. In Perth 
the mean maximum temperature (75.9 degrees) was 0.3 degrees below normal, and the mean 
minimum temperature (54.5 degrees) was 2.8 degrees below normal.

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May.—After a series of three successive months in which the rainfall was substantially below 
normal over the greater portion of the State the rainfall in May was below normal in every division 
as a whole and surpluses were registered only in small portions of the north coastal agricultural 
region and in two small isolated areas, one extending from Norseman to Salmon Gums and the 
other including the Lake Varley District. 


Rainless conditions prevailed throughout the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions and in portion 
of the East Gascoyne and of the far eastern sub-tropics, and in the Fortescue Division the registra- 
tions averaged only 14 points. The rain shortages in the tropics, however, mostly represent only 
small amounts, as the May average rainfall in the districts concerned ranges from only 21 points 
in the North Kimberley Division to 100 points in the Fortescue Division. 


In the eastern sub-tropics, also, the large percentage defects represent rather small amounts 
of rain, but the shortages in the south-western divisions ranged in amount from 56 points on the 
North Coast to 252 points on the Central Coast. 


Apart from heavy falls on the far South-West and South Coasts (where the principal totals 
for the month were 547 points at Pemberton and 534 points at Denmark) the heaviest rains were 
recorded in the vicinity of Geraldton and Dongarra, and the north coastal agricultural district as 
a whole was the most favoured division of the wheat belt. A considerable proportion of the re- 
mainder of the wheat belt received fairly good rains, but at many places in the Central North 
Division, and in parts of the Central and South-Eastern wheat belt the month’s rain was 
seriously inadequate. 


The comparative failure of the usual rains in the southern districts in May was associated 
with a marked predominance of large anti-cyclonic formations which for lengthy periods extended 
over most of the State and impeded the ingress of southern rainstorm systems. Also, in the few 
instances in which southern depressions extended over the south-west and southern districts rela- 
tively high barometric pressure to the north of these depressions lessened the inflow of moist tropical 
air from the north and thus greatly reduced the rain productivity of the depressions. 


Owing to the relatively high barometric pressure and the comparative frequency of periods of 
dry weather, night temperatures during the period were mostly below normal, more particularly in 
the second half of the month, but frosts were few and were not severe. The lowest temperature 
recorded was 30 degrees at Collie and Katanning on the 21st May. 


In Perth temperatures ranged from 80.1 degrees on 3rd May, to 45 degrees on 25th May, and the 
mean maximum temperature, 69.4 degrees, and the mean minimum temperature, 52 degrees, were: 
respectively 0.5 degrees above and 0.8 degrees below normal. Rain occurred in the city on 10 
days and aggregated 214 points, as compared with the May normal of 513 points.

June.—Following upon the series of months of deficient rainfall over most of the State, the 
rainfall in June was again substantially below normal in all divisions except the West Gascoyne. 


Rainless conditions prevailed throughout the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions, and the falls 
in the Fortescue Division were negligible. This rainfall deficiency in the tropics represented 
less than 25 points so far as the North and East Kimberley Districts are concerned, but elsewhere 
the shortages amounted to 68 points in the West Kimberley Division and 102 points and 105 points 
in the Fortescue and De Grey Divisions respectively. The West Gascoyne received an average 
fall of 191 points which is almost the normal rainfall for June, but in the East Gascoyne Division 
the rain was negligible and was more than one inch below normal. 
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The agricultural districts fared moderately well, and, had the earlier months of the season 
been fairly satisfactory, the June rains would, no doubt, have been sufficient for immediate re- 
quirements. Up to the end of June, however, seasonal prospects at many places could still 
be regarded as somewhat uncertain as the bulk of the rain failed to arrive until late in the month, 
and the totals received were deficient by amounts which ranged from 26 per cent. in the North 
‘Coastal agricultural district to 44 per cent. in the South Central Division. 


The month commenced most unfavourably from the viewpoint of rain production, anti-cyclonic 
formations of great intensity and enormous extent covering nearly all Australia, and preventing 
the inward penetration of either tropical or southern low pressure systems approaching Western 
Australia. These adverse conditions persisted for nearly a fortnight, and were modified only by 
‘some chiefly light falls on and near the coastal fringe from the West Gascoyne southwards and in 
the lower South-West. 


The development of more favourable conditions was, however, suggested by the arrival on 
13th June of a stronger type of southern depression which penetrated deeply into the continental 
anti-cyclone and caused fairly widespread, though mostly light, rains in the south-western districts. 
For a considerable time, however, this improvement was manifested chiefly in a series of light 
rains which failed to afford much benefit to the inland wheat belt, but in the 24 hours ended at 
‘9 a.m. on 26th June a strong combination of tropical and southern low pressure systems produced 
good rains over nearly the whole of the south-western divisions. Falls were rather light, however, 
in the far eastern wheat belt and in portion of the central wheat-growing areas. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly above normal, and frosts were few and not severe, 
except at a few places in the lower south-west, where some sharp frosts occurred late in the month. 


In Perth the mean maximum temperature (66.8 degrees) was 2.7 degrees above normal, and the 
mean minimum temperature (52.3 degrees) was 2.8 degrees above normal. Rainfall occurred in 
Perth on 13 days and aggregated 446 points, as compared with the month’s normal of 711 points.
